The class boasts a particular 
talent in the literary field, with 
eighteen former yearbook edi- 
tors, nineteen former newspap- 
er editors, and four girls who 
edited literary magazines. 

Scholastiraliy, the freshman 
class is well represented by two- 
hundred four members of Na- 
tional Honor Society and-or 
Beta Club.

Again with pride it notes an 
increase from 10 to 14 in the 
number of MWC students in the 
Junior Year Abroad program. 
This year nine are in France, 
four in Spain and one in Ger-| 
many.

Letters To The Editor 



To the Student Body, 

I am writing to convey to each 
of you, as personally as I possi- 
bly can, a most sincere wel- 
come to this coming year here 
at Mary Washington. As the 
summer drew to a close, I be- 
gan thinking of how to say the 
exact words of welcome that 
would express not only the ex- 
citement of returning to campus, 
but the reasons for that excite- 
ment. Briefly, here are some of 
my thoughts about the coming 
year: 

We, as students, are fortunate 
to be able to begin an entirely 
new term in our college careers.

I welcome you, with con- 
fidence, to a hope and a chal- 
lenge: that this year will bring 
visible signs of our growth to- 
ward maturity. The power to 
determine how far we progress 
is ours alone, and I know we 
will use it. Good luck and best 
wishes for a provacative, and 
truly progressive year!

Dear Students: 

All of you have familiarized 
yourselves with the Honor Sys- 
tem, its principles and proced- 
ures. In fact, by accepting ad- 
mission to Mary Washington 
you have acknowledged your 
commitment to the provisions 
of the Honor Code and after 
signing the Honor Pledge Card 
you commit yourself "to sup- 
port the Honor System unques- 
tioningly." 

But as our Honor Code re- 
minds us, our commitment does 
not end there. Each girl has 
also accepted the responsibility 
of "developing within herself 
the highest and strongest per- 
sonal honor code possible." The 
most fundamental aspect of our 



Honor System is this integrity 
of the individual, and equally 
important, is our trust and faith 
in that individual. On this prin- 
ciple our Honor System exists. 

Unfortunately, acceptance of 
our Honor System and its vital 
meaning is often casual, one al- 
most without thought. Visualize, 
if you can, a campus without 
an Honor System: proctored 
examinations, close observance 
in the college bookstore, gen- 
erally a suspicious atmosphere, 
always doubting one's word and 
deeds. 

Some collegiate authorities 
sneer at the idealistic fantasy of 
having an honor system on a 
college campus. They think it a 
farce. This rejection, I believe, 
is a complete denial of the in- 
tegrity that exists in every hu- 
man being. Is human integrity 
a farce? Indeed not. 

Some scoff that our way of 
life is too idealistic and im- 
practical. I think not. Ideals are 
necessary to attain that which is 
good and beautiful, but at the 
same time we have concrete 
evidence that this basic princi- 
ple of human integrity is at 
work on our campus. Our free- 
dom to leave an exam for a 
drink of water, to leave our 
books where we please, to roam 
in the Bookstore at will, these 
are evidences of trust at Mary 
Washington. It is practical and 
possible, proven merely by the 
fact that we now have it and by i 
the fact relatively few disregard 
their responsibility. 

We at Mary Washington have 
denied this basic principle of 
human integrity. Our Honor Sys- 
tem embraces it. Therefore, 
knowing that it works and be- 
lieving in personal integrity, we 
should strongly defend our way 
of life, our Honor System, al- 
ways maintaining it and enforc- 
ing it, remembering that 
its strength and success is in 
our hands. 

Our Honor System is not an 
overpowering, dictatorial law 
ordering our consciences to 
less doctrines. To the contrary, 
our Honor System is the free- 
dom and opportunity of all to 
exert that precious possession of 
personal integrity. It does not 
demand that you fear the sys- 
tem, but that you trust your fel- 
low student. It does ask that 
your belief in this system be j 
based on understanding, not ig- 
norance and on hope, not de- 
spair. Indeed, our Honor System 
is a way of life with each stu- 
dent dedicating herself to con- 
tinue to develop a strong per- 
sonal honor code and to help 
others to do so. 

However, in today's world of 
harsh reality we must realize 
that human nature is not per-

May there never grow a ten- 
dency to lose our original zeal 
for the Honor System, to become 
so complacent that we feel no 
obligation of loyalty to our stu- 
dent body. May we never be- 
come so unconcerned, so lacka- 
daisical in our attitude toward 
the Honor System that we care 
not whether our fellow students 
follow it or not. On the con- 
trary, may we follow our Honor 
System more for the honor and 
trust we have placed in each 
other than the fear of the conse- 
quences. 

Therefore, as President of the 
Honor Council, I u ge the stu- 
dent body not to neglect our 
Honor System but fervently to 
rededicate themselves to the 
way of life W» have chosen.

Creating secure communications sys- 
tems and equipments unknown anywhere 
else, and devising special refinements for 
computers & cdp systems that will increase 
our handling capabilities. This means that 
Communications Hnginccrs, Computer De- 
sign Specialists, Mathematicians, Program- 
mers, and Systems Analysts, all contribute 
to the design of antennas, transmitters, re- 
ceivers, and terminal equipment ... to ex- 
periments using new semiconductors, mag- 
netic film, superconductive devices, etc., 
resulting in new logic circuits and memory 
units, belter high-gain arrays for UHF 
radio s> stems, higher-capacity data han- 



dling terminal equipment, more effective 
speech band-width compression ... and 
scores of similar advances. 

2. By the very nature of • secure" com- 
munications, assuring the continuing in 
vulnerability of U.S. communications 
through cryptologic procedures and tech- 
niques. Because cryptology and ils crypto- 
graphic counterpart are not taught else- 
where, mathematicians, scicnlists-and all 
others wilh appropriate intellectual curios- 
ity— Will be taught this challenging new 
discipline right at NSA. Work in this field 
may involve specially-designed computers, 
television, computer-to-computei data 
links, and cdp programming. (Even music, 
philosophy, or the classics may he useful 
prerequisites for cryptology!)

Dear Students: 

All of you have familiarized 
yourselves with the Honor Sys- 
tem, its principles and proced- 
ures. In fact, by accepting ad- 
mission to Mary Washington 
you have acknowledged your 
commitment to the provisions 
of the Honor Code and after 
signing the Honor Pledge Card 
you commit yourself "to sup- 
port the Honor System unques- 
tioningly." 

But as our Honor Code re- 
minds us, our commitment does 
not end there. Each girl has 
also accepted the responsibility 
of "developing within herself 
the highest and strongest per- 
sonal honor code possible." The 
most fundamental aspect of our 



Honor System is this integrity 
of the individual, and equally 
important, is our trust and faith 
in that individual. On this prin- 
ciple our Honor System exists. 

Unfortunately, acceptance of 
our Honor System and its vital 
meaning is often casual, one al- 
most without thought. Visualize, 
if you can, a campus without 
an Honor System: proctored 
examinations, close observance 
in the college bookstore, gen- 
erally a suspicious atmosphere, 
always doubting one's word and 
deeds. 

Some collegiate authorities 
sneer at the idealistic fantasy of 
having an honor system on a 
college campus. They think it a 
farce. This rejection, I believe, 
is a complete denial of the in- 
tegrity that exists in every hu- 
man being. Is human integrity 
a farce? Indeed not. 

Some scoff that our way of 
life is too idealistic and im- 
practical. I think not. Ideals are 
necessary to attain that which is 
good and beautiful, but at the 
same time we have concrete 
evidence that this basic princi- 
ple of human integrity is at 
work on our campus. Our free- 
dom to leave an exam for a 
drink of water, to leave our 
books where we please, to roam 
in the Bookstore at will, these 
are evidences of trust at Mary 
Washington. It is practical and 
possible, proven merely by the 
fact that we now have it and by 
the fact relatively few disregard 
their responsibility. 

We at Mary Washington have 
denied this basic principle of 
human integrity. Our Honor Sys- 
tem embraces it. Therefore, 
knowing that it works and be- 
lieving in personal integrity, we 
should strongly defend our way 
of life, our Honor System, al- 
ways maintaining it and enforc- 
ing it, remembering that 
its strength and success is in 
our hands. 

Our Honor System is not an 
overpowering, dictatorial law 
ordering our consciences to 
less doctrines. To the contrary, 
our Honor System is the free- 
dom and opportunity of all to 
exert that precious possession of 
personal integrity. It does not 
demand that you fear the sys- 
tem, but that you trust your fel- 
low student. It does ask that 
your belief in this system be 
based on understanding, not ig- 
norance and on hope, not de- 
spair. Indeed, our Honor System 
is a way of life with each stu- 
dent dedicating herself to con- 
tinue to develop a strong per- 
sonal honor code and to help 
others to do so. 

However, in today's world of 
harsh reality we must realize 
that human nature is not per-

May we never be- 
come so unconcerned, so lacka- 
daisical in our attitude toward 
the Honor System that we care 
not whether our fellow students 
follow it or not. On the con- 
trary, may we follow our Honor 
System more for the honor and 
trust we have placed in each 
other than the fear of the conse- 
quences. 

Therefore, as President of the 
Honor Council, I u ge the stu- 
dent body not to neglect our 
Honor System but fervently to 
rededicate themselves to the 
way of life w° have chosen.

Three types of grants are 
available under the Fulbright- 
Hays Act: U. S. Government 
Full Grants, Join U. S. - Other 
Government Grants, and U. S. 
Government Travel -Only 
Grants. 

Each Full Grant provides 



round-trip transportation, tui- 
ad accident insurance for one 
academic year of study or re- 
search. Participating countries 
in the Full Grant program in- 
clude: Argentina, Australia, Aus- 
tria, Belgium-Luxembourg, Bra- 
zil, Ceylon, Chile, China (Repub- 
lic of), Colombia, Denmark, Fin- 
land, France, Germany (Feder- 
al Republic of', Greece, Ice- 
land, India, Iran. Ireland, Italy, 
Japan, Korea. Malaysia, Nepal, 
Netherlands, New Zealand. Nor- 
way, Pakistan. Peru, Philip- 
pines, Portugal, Spain, Sweden, 
Thailand, Turkey, United Arab 
Republic, United Kingdom and 
Uruguay. 

Special opportunities under the 
Full Grant program include: 
teaching assistantships in India, 
Iran and Italy for students in- 
terested in teaching English as 
a foreign language; and fellow- 
ships in Italy for teaching 
American language and litera 
ture, history, philosophy or law. 

Joint U. S. Other Government 
Grants are offered cooperatively 
by the U. S. Government (which 



provides travel) and a foreign 
government i which provides tui 
tion and maintenance). Joint 
awards are available for study 
or research in Bolivia, Brazil, 
Chile, Colombia, Costa Rica, Do 
minican Republic, Ecuador, 
Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, 
Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, 
Paraguay. Peru, Poland, Ru 
mania and Venezuela. 

For TravelOnly Grants, the 
United States provides a supple 
mentary travelstipend for a 
maintenance and tuition scholar 
ship awarded by a university, 
private donor or foreign govern 
ment. These awards are for ten 
countries: Afghanistan.. Austria, 
Denmark, France, Germany, 
Iceland, Israel. Italy, Nether 
lands and Sweden. 

Under a special program, ad 
ditional grants for 196566 will 
be available for study in Latin 
America. It is expected that as 
many as 80 grants will be offer 
ed to graduating seniors and 
recent graduates for study in 
countries where the number of 
U. S. students has traditionally 



been small, such as Bolivia, 
Brazil. Costa Rica, Dominican 
Republic, Ecuador, El Salva 
dor, Guatemala, Honduras, Nic 
aragua, Uruguay and Venezua 
la rWommended fields of study 
are social sciences, political sci 
ence, history, law and human! 
ties. 

The applications of the stu 
dents, processed by the Insti 
tute. are reviewed by National 
Screening Committees of spe 
cialists in various fields and 
area studies. Panels of candi 
dates recommended by the Com 
mittees are forwarded to the 
supervising agencies abroad for 
further review. If an award 
from another government is in 
volved, applications are also 
presented to that government 
for consideration. The final se 
lection is made by the Board of 
Foreign Scholarships, comprised 
of 12 leaders in the educational 
field, appointed bv the President 
of the United States. 

The aim of all FulbrightHays 
awards is to increase mutual

Murillo, 
and Goya. The latter's famed 
nude was missing, being pres- 
ently on loan to the New York 
World's Fair. We also visited 
the 2800-room Royal Palace, 
serving Spanish kings from Phil- 
ip IV to modern times. 

Rome afforded an untorget- 
able five days of artistic and 
architectural treasure. There 
were the Colosseum, the Roman 
Forum, the Appian Way, the 
Catacombs, and many beautiful 
cathedrals. The many beautiful 
fountains, gardens and monu- 
ments reminded us forcibly how 
much a city's beauty can be en- 
hanced by the efforts of a popu- 
lation that cares. Other high- 
lights of treasure are to be 
found in the. Vatican Library 
and Galleries I including the Sis- 
tine Chapel'. Michelangelo's im- 
mortal sculpture of Moses in 
(he Basilica of St. Peter in 
Chains, the Pantheon containing 
the tomb of Raphael, and the 
Borghese Gallery. From the pi- 
azza we beheld with awe the 
great dome of St. Peter's Ca- 
thedral. The interior of this mas- 
terpiece of Michelangelo is even 
more breathtaking, and our ex- 
perience was further enriched 
by witnessing a public audience 
ol Pope Paul VI. We journeyed 
after dark to the magnificent Il- 
luminated fountains at the villa 
of Cardinal d'Este at Tivoli 

We arrived next at Beirut. Le- 
banon, beautifully situated on 
the eastern shore ot the Medit- 
teranean and ringed a short dis-| 
tance inland by mountains.
